
NINTH WAR MEMORIAL 

The ninth annual memorial address which took place in the Assembly- 
Hall on the evening of November 28 was an impressive and inspiring affair. 

At 7.30 p.m. most of the seats in the hall, with the exception of 
those 'reserved for the Academic Procession were filled. Shortly afterwards with soft 
organ music in the background, and the Gold Key forming an impressive guard of 
honour, the Procession entered. Then followed "O, Canada" and a short invocation 
after which there was the placing of the wreath in commemoration of those who so 
gallantly gave their lives in two world wars. 

The guest speaker for the occasion, Lieutenant-General Sir Archibald 
Nye was introduced by the Chancellor. In a short introduction the Chancellor said that 
the present threat to our democratic freedom was worse than that of the two previous 
world wars, mainly because it was a clash between two ideologies rather than one of 
economics. At the present time there was no room for neutrality. If we wish to pre- 
serve our democratic way of life we had to be aware of this great threat and fight to 
preserve it. He then sketched Sir Archibalds* and LadyNye's varied and distinguished 
careers before introducing Sir Archibald. 

The first part of his speech was devoted to some of his main impress- 
ions gained from his career. By developing the theme that all men are conditioned by 
the lives they lived - the unconscious past - he showed that military personnel were 
not only trained in qualities necessary for war, but also those necessary as good 
citizens. 

In India where he lie Id the position of Governor of Madras during the 
difficult post war years and later as Britain's first High Commissioner in that country 
he saw history being made and helped in the foundation of the Indian Republic, and in 
cementing the relationship between the new Republic and the Empire. 

His impressions as a result of experience and deductions about people 
was that cleverness, brains, intelligence were not the only attributes to success al- 
though they were highly desirable . Mere technical knowledge was not enough but it 
was the forceful, lucid, tactful manner of the individual which made him outstanding 
as a leader. Leadership is a long chain of which every link must be strong, and it 
was the man who believed in some ideal that will fight for its preservation. 

His advice to young people was that they should try to get the broadest 
education possible. They should get a general education as long as possible before

Sir Archibald Nye has left us with the thought that when the world is 
faced with great issues, moral courage, rather than brilliance of intellect, is 
the main requirement for success. Intellectual brilliance without moral courage 
would never win the day when opposing forces seemed equal in strength. 

Those who reach the top or attain any reasonable degree of success 
know that the way up is attended with heavy toil, many discouragements, and 
also with great thrills of victory and achievement. Success is attained only by 
personal sacrifice and the full use of mental and physical powers and honest 
application of effort. The tasks oftimes may not be pleasant and easy, but 
achievement that comes to us through great difficulty that tests our mettle is, 
after all, the most thrilling, and because our tasks have been courageously 
undertaken, the final pattern will be made more satisfying and beautiful if it 
has been faithfully and honestly executed. 

In any event, as one foUows a particular path, it will be found that the 
real tests and the real trainin- will be encountered as contact is made with 
individual problems from day to day. One's own experience has been that 
a great measure of wise direction, common sense, homely philosophy, and 
moral rectitude and inspiration were frequently encountered in the most un- 
suspected sources, not only from men and women of high educational attainment, 
but also very often from the unlettered, but nevertheless not untrained, who 
derived their strength and vision from delving into the commonplace tasks of 
lifeo

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specialization. This would give them a more general knowledge of mankmd and 
fit them as better citizens As students and potential leaders we were urged to 
equip ourselves so that we could have a good influence on public opinion. 

In conclusion he stressed the importance of character which in the 
final analysis was more important than material success. 

Sir Archibald's speech interspersed with humour was delivered in a 
forceful and dynamic manner. His advice has given plenty of food for thought.

McGILL OF SIXTY YEARS AGO 
First of 3 Articles - Don Allen. 

(McGill University has a long and colourful story and many a surprise 
awaits the reader who chances to turn the pages back. This article, the first of 
three, looks at McGill of Sixty years ago, as viewed through the University Calen- 
dar of 1894-95. It is by Don Allen, Education '53, and tells of campus life of r 
period a decade and more before Macdonald^^- ''"'^"v- year story began) , 

Of course you have to see it to believe it, but it's there m pr. n, 
right on page 45: 

"All students are required to appear in academic dress while in or 
about the College buildings „ " 

"Students" even means Engineers, for, to cite page 78: 

"Caps and gowns, also the overalls for the Workshops, may be 
obtained (by Engineering students) from the Janitor of the Engmeering Building.' 

A freshman's nightmare? Not at all ! Rules and regulations of the 
University as set down in the "Annual Calendar of McGill College and University, 
Montreal: Session 1894-95". It's quite a book. It tells things about when Grandfather 
went to College that probably even Grandfather never knew. It also makes you wonder 
if the "good old days" in some ways may not have been so bad after all: 

Thirty- seven dollars was the annual fee in the Faculty of Arts, 

There were no University Residences, but boarding houses aplenty, 
and the Secretary's Office kept its "approved" list. Room only, from $4; room and 
board, from $15, per MONTH. 

Great Names 

Six decades ago names now familiar in connection with College land- 
marks were well known, but they were campus personalities and not merely "names": 

Roddick Gates? No, they date but from 1925. The McGill Gate- 
referred to were at University Street and McTavish Street entrances and wer. a 
was duly noted, locked each night at six o'clock. But Thomas G, Roddick, M.D. 



was listed as Professor of Surgery. He was later to be the Medical Faculty's Dean. 

Moyse Hall? Not constructed the Arts Building was but the centre 
portion and Molson Wing then. Bat Charles E. Moyse, B.A. (London) was Molson 
^ ^ , r X ^ ^ T or^tnrpr in History and his career 

Professor of English Language and Literature and Lecturer m nibt y 

had but begun. 

No one had dreamt of the need for a supplementary campus -post- war 
Dawson CoUege-or of converting a home into administrative offices--the Arts 
Building's Dawson Hall--but the most renowned of all McGiU's nineteenth- century 
staff members. Sir William Dawson, LL.D.. F R . S . . C . M . G . , Emeritus Principal 
and Professor in the Faculty of Arts, was coming to the close of a fourth decade 
of close association with McGiU . His great fossil collection, his life's work, was 
entrusted to the University's care and featured in the Redpath Museum, where it 
remains to this day. 

There were others. McGill freshman debaters vie for the Bovey Shield. 
Dr. Henry T, Bovey was the Applied Science Faculty»s Dean. There's the Callendar 
Method, familiar to students in courses in elementary physics and heat. Hugh 
Callendar, M,A. (Cantab.) was W.C. McDonald Prof e ssor of Physics at the time. 
AndR. Tait McKenzie, B.A., M . , was Instructor in Gymnastics . He is now 
remembered by many as one of Canada's leading sculptors. His "Falcon" is to be 
viewed beside the campus entrance to Tyndale Hall. 

S malle r Scale 

Standards were high, discipline stiff, but classes and the campus as 
a whole operated on a markedly smaller scale. There were but five faculties :Arts , 
Applied Science (ie .Engineering,) Medicine , Law and Veterinary Science .( McGill 
no longer offers the D.V.S. degree.) 

There were fewer courses, less options, separate classes for women, 
higher risks of "flunking out". 

These may have been the days of great campus shenanegans but, if 
so, it's hard to believe. The following rules for one group of students are set 
down in The Calendar in black and white: 

"(They) shall sta .: ihe place of their residence, and shall only live 
in such boarding houses as shall be specially approved of." 

"Lodging house keepers are required to report., .all cases of 
infractions of rules. . ." 

"(Students) are on no account to be absent from their lodgings after 
half-past nine o'clock (at night)" ,
